The firm of which I was the jnnioi 


partner tonglit largo quantities of wool. 
I usually made the purchases, and at 
times vros ohliged to travel far into the 
Sierra Nevadaa, taking -with mo several 
thousand dollars tjpon each trip. To 
carry this sum I usetT a pair of saddle 
holsters with a receptacle for tho money 
and a place for a pair of pistols. The 
latter \vere necessary; for much of my 
way lay ainkl tho-wild an drugged mount- 
ains fnr from tho main highways. When 
I halted at tho wayside hotels I was 
ohliged to cany the nioaoy to the t,ible 
with me and keep it in ray room at night, 
for few of tho stopping places had any 
secure eaf 09 or vaults. Paper money was 
not generally accepted by tho owners of 
wool, so tho greater pait of tho money 
waa in gold. Two attempts had been 
made to roh me, and I had become wary 
and suspicions; yet tho proliti wo made 
were bogooJ that I was unwilling to 
give up the trips. 


One day wo received a telegram that 


read: "Secure all the wool you can. It 
is sure to advance in price." 


"That means a hard trip for me," 1 


said, glancing nt tho yellow slip, "but 
the sooner I nm off the more wool I can 
get." 


The telegram reached us at 5 in the 


afternoon. At 9 the next morning I was 
on the road and bad nearly $4,000 in 
gold com. 


For the first throe days I gradually 


ascended tho mountains, and by midday 
of the fourth had reached the summit. 
This did not mean a rapid descent upon 
the opposite slope, but a journey for sev- 
eral days over tho ridges rising from this 
central plateau. 
Some of these were 


densely wooded with pine, spruce and 
fir, while others wero more open and 
contained fine pastures for flocks and 
herds. 


I was desirous of reaching one man, 


who kept his sheep during the summer 
upon a high and rugged range some 
miles from my usual route. I halted 
for dinner at a small public house lately 
built to accommodate teamsters engaged 
in hauling lumber from a new sawmill. 
Tho surroundings were not inviting, but 
1 was accustomed to the poorest accom- 
modations while upon these mountain 
trips. While a half breed Indian was 
caring for my horse I inquired of the 
landlord if ho could direct me to Buch- 
er's sheep camp. 


"Yes," was the reply, "but it's a hard 


place to find," at the same time giving 
tee the directions as nearly as possible. 
I shook my head as he ended, saying: 


"I could never find the place in a year's 
time. Is there no one here acquainted 
with the route who can go with me?" 


He hesitated a moment, and then 


said: "There's Bill, the half breed; he 
knows the trail as well as old Rucker 
himself. I reckon you can get Bill to go." 


Bill was promptly interviewed. "You 


pay me $3, and I take my horse and go," 
was the brief but satisfactory reply. 


The required sum was promised, and 


he at once prepared to accompany me. 
Tho moment dinner was eaten we set 
off. Instead of being sullen and morose, 
hko most half breeds, my guide waa a 
talkative and intelligent fellow, and 
gave me much information about the 
surrounding region. 


Upon reaching Rucker's camp we 


found the owner absent, and it took us 
an hour or moro to find him and the 
band of sheep he was herding. He de- 
tained us longer to tell about the bears 
and panthers that annoyed his sheep 
than the time consumed in bargaining 
for his wool and making tho necessary 
arrangements for shipping it to us. 
When we got back to the public house 
it was too late to go further that night, 
unless I traveled after dark, and to this 
I objected on account of the gold. 


The landlord said he could give me a 


straw bed, adding, "You see, the place 
is new, and we have nothing better for 
ourselves." 


I was willing to take the bed, and so 


turned my horse over to the half breed 
to take care of for the night. 
Just before supper two more travelers 


rode up and desired to stop. 


"Booms are pretty scarce, as you can 


see, but we can feed you as well as not," 
said the host. 


The men, like myself, wero not par- 


ticular as to beds, so remained for the 
night. They were rather talkative, and 
I overheard them ask the landlord my 
name and business. My suspicions were 
oasily aroused, and I noticed that they 
seemed interested in me and the holsters 
I guarded so closely. As we left the din- 
ing room one of them said, "Mighty 
keerfnl of yer holsters, stranger. 
Yon 


must have struck it rich in the dig- 
gin's?" 
I made some evasive reply. During 


the evening Bill, the half breed, came 
into tho barroom two or three times, 
and tho last time I noticed that he 
secretly beckoned to me to go out of 
doors. Waiting till he left the room I 
managed to follow him without attract- 
ing attention. 


On reaching the middle of the wide, 


lusty road ho stopped, approached me 
elosely, and said, "You see two men 
come on horseback?"

The Carson Appsal is exposing the hy- 


pocrisy ot State officials. 
It says that (or 


e*ra they have not purchased a dollar's 
WJith of supplies in the Slate if they 
onld possibly 
avoid it. 
They made 


special trips to San Francisco to select 
gooJf, and of course, though the Appeal 
forgot to say so, took good oare to draw 
their salaries for the time they were absent 
from the State. 


During the campaign last year the men 


now in offioe had much to asy about pat- 
ronizing home industry and home mer- 
chants, bat the Appeal says it was for cam- 
paign purposes and meant nothing. In 
proof of this the fact ia cited that the 
Board of 
Capitol 
Commissioners pur- 


chased several hundred yards of carpet for 
the State. Bids were sont in by Reno and 
Carson merchants, with samples of the car- 
pets, bat the Capitol Commissioners re- 
jected the bids and purchased the goods in 
San Francisco, probably two, if not all of 
the Commissioners, going to that city to 
make the selection drawing tbeir sala- 
ries meanwhile which the home merchants 
are taxed to pay. 


Isn't it about timo'tor the people to set 


the seal of their disapproval on the hypoc- 
risy ol the offioe seeker? Are the people 
of Nevada, who areas intelligent as a whole 
as those of any other State in the Uaion, 
going to permit themselves to be duped 
eternally by the campaign orator? Why 
do they year after year, without protest, 
permit State officers, who are the servants 
of the people, to act as if they owned the 
Stato? Why not insist on having every 
transaction pertaining to the welfare and 
financial interests of the State clone pub- 
licly and above board? What right have 
the Capitol or any Commissioners intrusted 
with 
tho 
management 
of 
a 
State 


institution to privately purchase supplies 
of, or have work performed by, favorites 
who are given tho preference, for angbt 
that is known to the contrary, for a share 
of the proceeds? 


It is stated to-day that men from the 


shops of the Virginia & Trnokee E-.ilroad 
are at work on a State institution here at 
Reno upon terms of which the public, who 
are taxed to pay for the work, know noth- 
ing whatever. This is n gross injustice to 
honest and capable mechanics who have s 
right to compete even with favorites in do- 
ing work for the State, 


But many year's' experience has taught 


the writer that it is a waste of time to 
dwell upon this subject. Bossism rules in 
Kevada. It determines who shall rule the 
Stats, and those whom it selects for thut 
purpose must obey its mandates. 


ASSESSING 
11AII,11OAT>S. 


The Commissioners and Assessors of 


counties along the Central Pacific do not 
seem disposed to risk the constitntiona'ily 
of tho Act creating the State Board of As- 
sessors and Equalization. In Elko connty 
the Commissioners directed the Assessor to 
assess the Central Pacific, and similar 
action will be taken, BO we are informed, 
in Hamboldt and Lander connlies. 


This action indicates the unpopularity 


of the new luw, which places the assess- 
ment of all the railroads in the Stale 
in the hands of a board composed of 
five officers, from whose decision there is 
nojappeal. The people, as a general rule, 
do not like the centralization of power in 
tho hands of a few persons. It is auto- 
cratic and against the spirit of our insti- 
tutions which are based on the broad prin- 
ciple that all power is derived from the 
people. 
There is no valid reason why the 


people of the several counties should not 
be permitted to tax nil assessable property 
•within their limits, but the majority of thu 
late boss-governed Legislature cared noth- 
ing for right, reason or the wishes of tho 
people. 


A Court of Inquiry appointed by the 


Acti ig Secretary of War wilt meet at Walla 
Walla to-day to investigate the lynching by 
soldiers of a citizon who killed a fellow 
soldier about two weeks ago. The War 
Department is determined to discover the 
soldiers who participated in the lynching.

SAN FBANOISCO, May ll.—The fact that 


the Chilean cruiser accompanied the Itata 
north, was first ascertained through the 
deserters from the Itata, who escaped from 
that steamer at San Diego, it was at first 
doubted that one of the most powerful of 
the Chilean war ships should go BO far 
from the Chilean coast at this juncture but 
it is now definitely known that the Esmer- 
nlda is now in port ac Aeapulco on the 
Mexican coast, which fact the Navy De- 
partment at Washington was probably fully 
advised of when orclora were issued to the 
Charleston. Ths effort to keep the desti- 
nation of the Charleston a secret was there- 
fore natural, as the representatives of the 
Chilean insurgents would be prompt to 
advise the Esmeralda of the intention of 
the American Government to seize the 
Itata, and it is now deemed probable that 
the Esmeralda will ornise north toward 
Sao Lucas, in the hope of meeting the Itata 
before the Charleston can arrive and to 
protect the cargo and crew from seizure, if 
possible. Apart from other considerations 
it is now known that on bo aid the Itata is 
the commander of the Esmeralda and a 
large portion of her crew, and probably a 
portion of the Eiraeralda'a secondary bat- 
tery. There is therefore a strong incentive 
on the p»rf of the Chilean war ship to meet 
the Itata and prevent her being conveyed 
back to an American port under the guns 
of an American war ship. Tho fact that 
there appears now a very strong likelihood 
of the meeting of the two evenly matched 
war ships under conditions that will require 
fine management to prevent a fight is thor- 
oughly recogoized by naval men on this 
coast. Orders to Captain Bemy of the 
Charleston are well authenticated to be 
binding in the matter of the recapture of 
the Itata if sighted, and on the part of 
the Esmeralda it is believed as fully that 
she will fight if she can roach the scene. 
The Charleston and Esmeralda are sisttr 
ships tt3 to tho general plan and possess 
nearly the game armament. 
The Esmer- 


a, however, has two pivot guns of ten- 


inch calibre, with a weight of 25 tons each, 
while the Charleston has two eight-inch 
rifles, fore and oft, weighing twelve and 
one-half tons. This is regarded by some 
critics as outmatching the Charleston in cose 
of a fight, but apart from these guns, 
the armaments of the two ships are prao- 
lioally the some. The Charleston is the 
swiftest ship, and while never in action 
has a splendid crow and a fighting com- 
mander. The Charleston left San Pedro 
shortly after 5 o'clock this morning and 
was sighted ten miles out, off Point Iioma, 
having made a 00 mile run in six hours, 
or at a fifteen knot gait. There was add - 
tional ordnrn n waiting her at San Diego, 
but she kept on her southward course with- 
out stopping. There are no telegraph sta- 
tions south of Ensendena, just south of 
the boundary line in Lower California, so 
that save such meagre information as may 
be brought north by one of the Panama or 
coast steamers nothing further is likely to 
be heard of her or the Itata until (he 
Charleston returns or is heard from at 
some of the Mexican ports, which cannot 
occur before Thursday or Friday next. 


The afternoon papers print interviews 


with lawyers as to the legal status in case 
the Charleston should overtake or sink the 
Itata, 
The views expressed were that 


while the Itata flies the Chilean flag, ac- 
cording to all advices received, she ia not a 
representative of aoy constituted authority. 
Balmacedi* is still at the head of the 
Chilean Government, and he alone is rec- 
ognized by foreign governments. 
The 


Itata was a government vessel, but she wan 
seized by insurgents and is being used 
against a recognized government, and 
therefore the insurgents have no standing 
under the present legal status of the case. 


In case the Esmeralda interferes to pre- 


vent the capture of the Itata she can only 
be considered in the same category as the 
Itaio.

ED. STATE JOURNAL:—Mr. Wioks, or pio-, 


neer of this place, Mr. Simmons', of San 
Francisco, and Kidder Brothers, of Park 
City, Utah, have commenced a gigantic 
lumber and ice scheme in this vic'nity. 
The dam for the reservoir «ia-^eiug built 
about a mile and a half up the canyon from 
Bronco. The mill, which will be run by 
steam will be erected at the dam.'

the interval contact at 3 hours, BG miautes 
25 and 9-10 seconds. 


At sunset it had only completed about 


halt its track across the sun's disk. I saw 
a very nnnow and brilliant line of light in- 
cluding the plamt'8 disk, and also ob- 
served a copper colored red spot upon its 
disk in the northeast quarter. 


The passage ol the planet across the sun, 


together with the accompanying sun spots, 
made up a beautiful viow not often to be 
seen. 


The nezt transit ol the planet Mercury 


will happen in November 1894. 


The watches need by Mrs. Irish and my- 


self to note the times of fobservation, were 
furnished by Mr. Herz, of this city, and he 
kindly placed his accurate chronometer at 
ray disposal for the purpose of getting the 
lime—120th meridian—time.
